As a first step in 
the direction of 
m aking A m erica for A m ericans and 
m aking A m ericans 
in 
fact 
and 
in 
truth of those im m ig ran ts who come 
to this country, the action of the 
conference a t W ashington, whicli was 
reported to T he Eagle by S e n a to r J. 
R. Astin, it is to be 
highly 
com ­ 
mended. 
It can be regarded, How­ 
ever, as only a first step. 
O ur ex ­ 
perience 
with the G erm ans In this 
country during the 
p ast 
y e a r 
has 
d em o n strated 
th a t 
it 
can 
be 
no 
other th an a single step, long a s it 
m ay be. 
T he passage of a law by 
congress and the several s ta te s p ro ­ 
hibiting the teaching of G erm an in 
the elem en tary schools should not be 
confined to Germ an. 
All language^ 
except the language of this country, 
English, should be equally prohibit­ 
ed. 
Nor should the law be restricted 
to the public schools, but to private 
schools as well. 
And to be fully ef­ 
fective, it should be passed by every 
sta te legislature. 
The teaching of English only in the 
elem en tary grades would not re stric t 
the teaching of any language in the 
high schools. 
W hile it is true th at 
to properly learn to speak 
a lan ­ 
guage one should begin in childhood. 
it is nevertheless sufficient for the 


m en and w om en in this c o u n try who 
have not tak en out citizenship lispers 
and who have no intention of doing 
so, but who obey the laws, who add 
to the w ealth of the country and who 
ra ise th eir fam ilies here to assist In 
the m ak in g of the country. 
T h a t 
a rg u m en t would have b een well tak en 
and was well taken a half c en tu ry 
ago, w hen we needed population and 
the peculiar qualities of the best of 
he foreign born, when we could af­ 
ford to open our doors to those se e k ­ 
ing the E dited S tates as a political 
ayslum, which doors should n ev er be 
closed, for th a t m atter. 
But the tim e 
has passed 
when it will be safe to 
ope/a those doors wide, let everybody 
in w ithout 
giving regard 
to the fu­ 
tu re of the country and to protect it 
from insidious en cro ach m en ts of de­ 
signing ru lers of oth er nations. 
As 
4n asylum 
th ere should 
be no re ­ 
strictions. but coming to an asylum 
should justify an expression of ap ­ 
preciation which should 
be 
in 
the 
m aking of applications 
for 
citizen­ 
ship. 
If he w ho seeks this co u n try 
as an asylum 
does no t sufficiently 
appreciate 
the 
principles and 
senti 
m e a ts upon which 
this 
nation 
is 
fo u n d e d , he has no right to continue 
to rem ain here and 
enjoy the bene- 
o rdinary uses th a t it be tau g h t chilly I lits of this gov ern m en t and no t be 
in the high schools, where a s t u d e n t ' 
by proper application can acquire a 
splendid proficiency in the reading of 
a language and learn to speak fit 
with sufficidbit fluency to get along 
well in an y foreign country. 
Tile 
chief alv an tag e of a foreign language 
to a vast m ajority of the stu d en ts of 
any country is to be able to read in 
the original the lite ratu res of the 
country, and thus grasp the finer and 
m ore in tricate expressions of the au ­ 
th o r and a t th e sam e ime ba inde­ 
pendent of the tran slato r who m ay 
not alw ays be faithful to his trust. 
T h e effect ° t teaching only E n g ­ 
lish in the e lem en tary grades would 
be th at foreign born children or chil­ 
dren of foreign born p aren ts would 
not only become proficient in the lan 
guage of th eir adopted country, but 
they would have 
an 
influence 
at 
borne, 
alm o st 
com pelling 
re lu c ta n t 
parents to pick up the language. 
It 
is a well kjnown fact th a t in some 
foreign colonies of the U nited S tates 
the older resid en ts p articularly and 
some of th e younger 
ones 
do 
not 
speak English a t all, and yet they 
are at least residents of this coun­ 
try, cam e here to b etter them selves 
a,nd perhaps expect to rem ain, yet 
w ithout being a p art and parcel of 
Hie nation. 
T hey are as m uch for­ 
eigners as if limy had never had such 
am bitions. 
T h ey fail utterly to g iasp 
the reason for our national existence, 
th e sentirereuitg th a t underlie the his­ 
tory of the country and the princi­ 
ples of liberty, equality and justice 
upon which this governm ent is found­ 
ed. 
T he reason for this lies alm ost 
entirely In the fact th at th ey Have 
failed to learn the language of the 
country, for by studying in th eir n a­ 
tive language they 
have 
employed 
native literatu re as text books. 
Hence, 
it 
follows 
th at 
not 
only 
should th ere be prohibition against 
the teaching of if ny foreign language 
in the public or private schools, bul j 
every 
foreign 
born 
applicant 
fori 
citizenship should be required, before 
being entitled to his final papers, to 
pass an exam ination in the language 
of the country and on the con stitu ­ 
tion and the law s that effect citizen­ 
ship in this country. 
He should be 
required 
to give evidence th a t he 
knows som ething about th e country 
before being ad m itted to citizenship. 
Bomi' secret orders require th a t can 
didates for degrees m u st pass an ex 
am ination 
in

degree ju s t pre 
viously taken before being ad m itted 
to the n ext degree. 
This is lone to 
d em onstrate th a t they have to som e 
extent absorbed the principles of the 
order, as well as its workings.

we will have no end of troubles in 
the future. 
W e are mow a n ation of 
100,000,000 people and as w e grow 
our population will steadily becom e

taken to m ak e it m ore hom ogenous 
W e c an n o t survive th e in te rn al dis­ 
sensions th a t m ight 
a rise 
atnd will 
arise from a top heavy foreign popu­ 
lation th a t is w ithout com prehension 
or even slight u n d erstan d in g of the 
principles a n d se n tim e n ts of this n a ­ 
tion, and who, from youth up. is not 
tau g h t a love for the sta rs and strip es 
because of w h at th ey stan d for. 
W e 
m u st m ak e a serious effort to con­ 
v ert into A m ericans in tru th and tti 
fact all who com e to our shores, and 
those who fail to en title them selves 
to citizenship should be prohibited 
from longer residence in this country 
th an would Enable th em to acquire 
citizenship. 
In o th er w ords, th o se 
who have n o t good reason to rem ain
